VERIFIED STATEMENT OF JAMES CHRYSLER

My name is James Chrysler. I am employed by Plastatech Engineering, Ltd. (Plastatech)
in its Purchasing Department.

This statement is directed to the following allegation in a letter dated January 12, 2004
from the attorney for Central Michigan Railway Company (CMR) to the Board:

... (Dt is the recollection of William Salter, CMR’s Vice President who
conducted the discussions with Plastatech, that he told Plastatech during those
pre-October 16 negotiations that the timeframe for the $200 per railcar allowance
rebate must be limited and could not run forever. ..

I 'am the Plastatech representative with whom Mr. Salter conducted those pre-October 16
negotiations. I was the only Plastatech employee who negotiated with CMR.

Mr. Salter did not tell me during those negotiations that the timeframe for the rebate must
be limited and could not run forever. Mr. Salter did not suggest a 3-year term for the rebate, nor
a 5-year term, nor any term at all. The first time that CMR requested a limited term for the rebate
was long after October 16, 2003, when it sent Plastatech a proposed written agreement that

contained a proposed 3-year term for the rebate. Plastatech immediately objected to that proposal

because CMR’s October 16 offer for that rebate was open-ended (i.e., did not have a term).
